K. D. &. W. CO. TO BE DIS- 
SOLVED. 

The Kentucky Distillery and 
Warehouse Company is to be dis- 
solved. This is part of a plan an- 
nounced bythe Distillers' Securi- 
ties Corporation from headquarters 
at New York, for the purpose of 
curtailing expenses and simplifying 
work. The other companies affected 
by this decision are the American 
Spirits Manufacturing Company, 
which operates in the West, and 
probably the Hamiis Distilling 
Company, which controls the out- 
put of distilleries in Maryland and 
West Virginia. 

The dissolution of the Kentucky 
Distilleries and Warehouse Com- 
pany will not affect the employes 
In Louisville or Frankfort who will 
be continued under the direction of 
the distillers' corporation. The 
general clerical staff in New York 
will be considerably reduced, how- 
ever. 

This move is in lino with a policy 
inaugurated last spring when the 
Standard Distilling and Distrib- 
uting Company was dissolved and 
the central corporation took over 
its various properties. 

J. A. Wathen, of the Kentuoky 
Distilleries and Warehouse Com- 
pany at Louisville, said Tuesday 
that it was the purpose of the 
Securities Corporation to dissolve 
the subsidiary companies as soon 
as all the stock of the various com- 
panies is bought or the independent 
stockholders induoed to go In. This 
will result in a saving on the salary 
of the clerical force and will ma- 
terially lessen the taxes.
